MÜNSAN (JPi — United NaUons 
officers swapped sharp words with 
Reds in Kaesong today after in­ 
vestigating a Communist charge 
that an Allied warplane strafed the 
(^ase-fire conference city this morn­ 
ing. 
The U.N. off if era refused to give 
the Reds an on-the-spot, report of 
their investigation. They also re­ 
fused to concede that an attack had 
occurred or that a U.N. plana was 
involved. 
They acknowledged only that dur­ 
ing a four-hour checkup of the al­ 
leged neutrality zone violation they 
found one bullet mark and a dozen 
.90 caliber slugs in and around a 
group of stone houses. The houses 
were about three-quarters of a mile 
from the sit© of the suspended arm­ 
istice talks. 
The investigators said the bullets 
appeared to have been fired from 
several directions and at different 
angles.

This would conflict, they said, 
with the Red assertion that the 
plane made one pass over the house. 
When the investigation was com­ 
pleted, the senior Allied-officer re­ 
fused a Communist demand for a 
reply to the charge.

Airlines Educator 
Speaks To Marin 
Teachers' Institute

America*! schools must begin 
work to produce a generation of 
children capable of exercising 
their nation's world leadership, 
Marin teachers were told today. 
fdhn H. Furbay, Trans-World 
airlines director of air world 
education, told several hundred 
Marin educators at the Teachers* 
Institute in San Rafael High school 
auditorium, that In a world shrunk 
by the airplane, education must be 
now for ^‘world citizenship". 
"Two-thirds of the world has be^i 
opened in the past 20 years by the 
airplane," Furbay said, mentioning 
that there are now few parts of the 
globe not within a few miles of an 
airport. 
TWO OPPOSING SYSTEMS 
"There are now two political sys­ 
tems bidding for this world,*' said 
Furbay, referring to the struggle for 
global supremacy between the demo­ 
cratic and Communist blocs. 
"We in the United States are the 
strongest and richest now," he stat­ 
ed, "and we must pay the price and 
bear the responsibility. 
"Some in this country complain 
that we are bearing too much of 
the burden in the world, but after 
visiting other countries I don’t see 
how many of them can afford to do 
as much as they are now doing." 
The United States, Furbay re­ 
vealed, spent 20 times as much lor 
liquor last year as it did for its 
share of maintaining the United Na­ 
tions organization. About ten times 
as much was spent for jewelry, he 
added. *

CARRY RESPONSIBILITIES 
To carry out America’s responsi­ 
bilities Furbay pointed out, there 
are three goals that educational In­ 
stitutions must shoot for: 
1. Understanding of other peoples 
of the world. Those peoples must be 
given a chance and we must under­ 
stand what they want. Furbay urged 
that Americans stop thinking of the 
rest of the globe in terms of skin 
color or foreign nationality in order 
to reach the desired understanding. 
2. Learning of foreign languages. 
This' must be done in American 
schools because we are going to have 
to talk to other peoples. Furbay 
characterized Americans as "illite­ 
rates" in a world shrunk by air 
travel, especially at world gather­ 
ings. 


Marin’s long-awaited summer 
weather finally arrived last week­ 
end, bringing plenty of heat and the 
second largest crowd in history to 
Stinson Beach.

Two gracious Indonesian ladies 
visited Marin’s Muir Woods this 
morning following their attendance 
at the Japanese Peace Conference 
in San Francisco. 
As members of the three-year-old 
republic’s 15-man delegation to thé 
peace conference the ladies took 
their first free day to visit Muir 
Woods and termed it "a beautiful 
place." 
Miss Sryati Sastroamidjojo and 
Miss Pushat Djajadiningrat have 
been touring the United States for 
the past three months observing 
social welfare work and school sys­ 
tems at work here. 
They were in New York when the 
peace conference was called and 
were included in the Indonesian 
delegation. 
Miss "Sastro” (in this country 
they temporarily shortened their 
Indonesian names to fit American 
tongues) is a representative of the 
Indonesian Red C/os. 
Miss "Djaja” is a member of the 


office of rehabilitation of the min­ 
istry of education for Indonesia and 
as a former teacher Is superinten­ 
dent of girl’s school for the country. 
At the peace conference they were 
most interested in the economid 
provisions of the treaty with Japan. 
"We don’t hate the Japanese as 
individuals,” Miss Djaja said, "only 
their system." She said her nation 
m^as "poor" and needed a rebirth of 
education. During Japanese re­ 
prisals only educated persons were 
killed, she said. 
Japanese women arrived early in 
1945 to take Of/er and change the 
Indonesian school system, but "for­ 
tunately the Allied Forces arrived 
before tb^y got started," Miss Djaja 
stated. 
With only 6 per cent of its 78,- 
000,000 people literate, Indonesia 
expects to benefit greatly from the 
experience of these two ladies, who 
will leave the United States in a 
month to make a three months trip 
to Europe, 
Miss Sastro said they have been

Marin’s newest—and, unexpected­ 
ly, its biggest—high school opens 
Its doors for the first time tomor­ 
row.And, in the words of a mimeo­ 
graphed handbook to be distributed 
to students at Sir Prancls Drake 
High school in San Anselmo, every­ 
thing there Is new "except some of 
he teachers, some of the pupils, 
and some of the textbooks." 
The first day’s program, released 
by Principal Chester G. Carlisle, 
does not contemplate an assembly 
or special program. The opening 
day calls simply for students to 
pick up program cards and proceed 
to their classes. 
CLASSES NORMAL 
And—except for consultation with 
counsellors—the classes will be held 
as normal. 
The 31 classrooms are ready for 
occupancy, but the gymnasium is 
incomplete. Temporarily the boyg* 
physical education classes will be 
held in room 512 of the shop wing, 
while girls’ classes will meet in the 
dramatics room of the district of­ 
fice building—the former Sir Fran­ 
cis Drake Grammar school. 
The student book store will be 
open to Issue lockers and sell stu­ 
dent body cards and other supplies. 
From 12:30 to 1:10 p. m., food will 
be served cafeteria style in the hall­ 
way outside room 314 (home econ­ 
omics). 
Classes take up at 8:30 a, m., with 
dismissal time set for 3:05. Buses 
leave at 3:15 p. m. 
THREE PERIODS EACH 
The schedule is set up with only 
three periods in the morning and 
three in the afternoon. 
According to. la test figures avail­ 
able, boys will outnumber girls 457 
to 429 at the new school. The bulk 
of the enrollment will be from Tam­ 
alpais High school with 495 Tamites 
transferring to Drake. 
Since the building has been open 
83 new students have come to reg­ 
ister. Prom San Rafael High school 
27 upperclassmen will attend Drake, 
with 24 coming from Katharine 
Branson school, Dominican Con­ 
vent, Marin Catholic High school, 
and Tamalpais School for Boys. 
Students arriving will find many 
details of student body life already 
arranged, since officers were elected 
in the spring at Tam. 
"Batten down the hatches, that’s 
what’s said, here come the Pirates, 
full steam ahead." 
Students will have their first op­ 
portunity to use the yell when the 
Pirate varsity meets San Francisco 
Polytechnic High school junior var 
sity at Kentfield September 15 at 8

SAN DIEGO (U.Rl—The California 
American Legion opened its 33rd an­ 
nual convention here today by hear­ 
ing Gov. Earl Warren urge the dele­ 
gates to spend time in careful con­ 
sideration of world affairs. 
'The convention set a new high in 
attendance with 30,000 L^ionnalres 
on hand and 20,000 others expected 
to arrive before the dosing session 
Thursday.

Defeated Gromyko May Fire 
Peace Wrecking Ammunition

8AN FRANCISCO m — Andrei 
Giomyko Is going home from the 
San Francisco conference with 
Russia’s worst postwar diplomatic 
defeat on his record—and with am­ 
munition in |ils pocket, for a new 
w re ck in g campaign against the 
Japanese peace treaty. 
American diplomats, winding up 
their affairs in the conference city 
today, predicted Russia will do its 
utmost to undermine popular sup­ 
port for the teeaty with a massive 
propaganda attack throughout Asia 
and the Far East. 
Gromyko, who left by train for 
New York yesterday, prepared the 
ammunition for that assault in his 


speeches and actions at the peace 
conference—notably by his chargts 
of American '^dictatioii** and his 
repeated forecasts of a “new war” 
in the Orient. He also made much of 
Red China’s exdusion. 
At some point, furthermore, it is 
considered probable that Russia will 
put forth, in collaboration with Red 
China, plans for a separate Com­ 
munist bloc peace treaty with Japan. 
Presumably this would embody pro­ 
visions which Gromyko advanced 
here in his vain efforts to get the 
British-American sp<msored pact re­ 
written. 
Forty-eight nations signed the 
peace treaty with Japan In a 63- 
minute ceremony Saturday. For

Hurricane 
Whirls 
Harmlessly 
MIAMI m — The two Atlantic 
hurricanes, their power broken by 
an encounter that saved Bermuda, 
whirled harmlessly over open water 
today, far from any major land area. 
The unique meeting of the two 
great tropical storms knocked one 
of them, “Easy,” off a beeline course 
to Bermuda as the British island 
braced for a 160-mile-an-hour blow. 
“Easy” was churning northward 
at eight miles an hour toward Ber­ 
muda when the smaller, faster- 
traveling hurricane, “Pox,” spim 
across its path. “iW ” ground to 
a stop .then swung sharply east­ 
ward to by-pass cringing Bermuda 
on the south. 
This strange blushing of the hur­ 
ricanes, the first in Miami weather 
bureau records, knocked miich of the 
steam out of the big twisters 
“Easy’s" wind velocity fell to 100 
miles per hour. The “Pox’s” winds 
dropped from 100 to 80 miles an 
hour. 
Then the two sped swiftly away 
from the scene. The forward move­ 
ment of the “FOx” increased to 40 
miles an hour and when last report­ 
ed at 0 p.m. (EST) it was a thous­ 
and miles northeast of Bermuda. 
“Easy” was 250 miles east of Ber­ 
muda and traveling northeastward 
at 20 to 25 miles an hour.

Fear of the American atomic 
bomb is one reason why Stalin 
doesn’t blow the whistle to start 
World War m . but It isn’t the only 
one. He has too many troubles in 
his own backyard. 
Gigantic Russia is like lots of hu­ 
man giants. They are terrifying to 
look at. but actually they are not 
healthy. They are suffering from 
internal troubles and aches and 
pains at the extremities. They arc 
too muscle bound to be effective in 
a fight. 
As was proved at San 
Francisco, you can kick them around 


at will and nothli^ much happens. 
Over the week-end evidence piled 
up that Stalin has too many head­ 
aches at home to give much thought 
to trying to take over the world by 
force in the immediate future. It 
included: 
1. There was a drastic shake-up 
in the government of the Ccmimun- 
ist puppet nation of Czechoslovakia. 
Some of the men who have become 
known as Stalin’s stooges are out. 
2. Communist China is plagued 
with internal dissention and .the 
threat of a famine in North China 
which may Affect 3,000,(XX) persons. 
3. 'Albania, another puppet state

Effective Insect Repellents 
Control Transmission of Disease 


B f HERMAN N. BÜNDESEN, M. D. 
It 
safe to say that men have 
been plagued by Insects since the 
two of them began their joint oc­ 
cupation of this planet. 
It Is only during relatively re­ 
cent times, however, that we have 
realized the role of Insects In the 
transmission of disease. 
The list 
of such disorders is long. Sbme, such 
as yellow fever, have been banished 
from this country by control of 
their Insect carriers. Others, such 
as poliomyelitis, believed by some 
to be transmitted at times by pests, 
are still rife and serve to under­ 
score the continued importance ‘ of 
Insect control. 
INSECT CONTAMINATION 
It goes without saying that ade­ 
quate screens should be provided for 
homes, and adequate covers for gar­ 
bage containers. Moreover, all food 
should be protected against Insect 
contamination. AH places where in­ 
sects breed, such as stagnant pools 
of water, should be eliminated, and 
sprayed with newer types of Insec­ 
ticides. 
Many substances have been per­ 
fected for use on the skin and cloth­ 
ing as a protection against insects. 
These ’substances are known as in­ 


sect repellante. Some of them kill 
the insects, but most of them gain 
their repellant action from their 
odor, which Is disagreeable to ñies 
mosquitoes or mites which attack 
man. 
SOME OILS USED 
Certain oils that give off strong 
odors have been used, such as oil 
of citroncila or oil of pennyroyal 
These oils, combined or used with 
other substances, are quite effec­ 
tive, for an hour or two of insect 
repelling. A very popular remedy 
is a mixture of two parts citronella, 
two parts spirits of camphor, and 
one part oil of cedar. 
This has 
been effective in preventing insect 
bites. 
During World War H, new repel­ 
lante were developed which are con­ 
siderably more efficient when ap­ 
plied to the skin, and usually pro­ 
tect for a greater period of time. 
The duration of their action, how­ 
ever, depends upon the amount of 
perspiration and the type of insect

It may be due to 
some infection or disease of the liver 
itself: to some blood disorder in 
which there is dissolution of the 
blood cells with the formation and 
release of bile pigments Into the 
blood, or to an obstruction to the 
flow of bile from the liver to the 
intestines.

None the 
less, it is also true that the fever 
“chart is currently rising coMinu- 
ously and perceptibly, because of 
the increasing signs that the en­ 
emy in Korea means to end the 
Kaesong truce talks with another 
all-out offensive. 
The signs are not conclusive. 
The oifensive, if it comes, may 
perhaps be limited in scope. But 
on the whole, if the Chinese and 
North Koreans resume fighting in 
deadly earnest, it Is expected to be 
a vastly more serious matter than 
the mere dragging continuation of 
the war on the old, pre-Kaesong 
basis. At the very least, there will 
be many heavy, pressures on the 
side of widening the Korean fight­ 
ing Into a full scale Far Eastern 
war. For one thing, if the hopes 
raised by *the Malik proposal and 
the Kaesong talks prove to be 
false, American public opinion is 
likely to be so outraged that the 
whole pn^rious concept of lim­ 
ited war will come apart at the 
politibkl seams. Yet the main dan­ 
ger is undoubtedly in the air, and 
it is a greater danger than most 
people tMnk. 


IF THIS AIR DANGER mate­ 
rializes, it will do so in two stages, 
aa it were. The first will be simple 
enough. The 400 to 500 Soviet Jet 
fighters, and the 500 to 700 older 
model Russian fighter bombers and 
medium bombers now In Manchu­ 
ria wül be thrown into the battle 
at the beginning of the enemy of­ 
fensive. This ‘ Chinese and North 
Korean force (which is quite prob­ 
ably piloted largely by Eastern 
European “volunteers”) may well 
achieve substantial initial suc­ 
cesses, since our troops in Korea 
have no experience of enemy air 
action. In any case, the issue of 
counter-attacking the enemy air 
bases in Manchuria will at once be 
squarely posed. 
Thus the second stage of the 
danger will open. Last December, 
when Prime Minister Attlee flew 
to Washington to plead with the 
President to limit the Korean war, 
hia greatest fear was that Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur would be al­ 
lowed to attack the Manchurian 
air bases. At that time the British 
participants in the White House 
talks claimed to have “hard Intel­ 
ligence’* that American air attacks 
on Manchurian targets would bring 
the Soviet Air Force in Siberia into 
the fighting. This had been speci­ 
fically agreed between Molotov and 
Mao Tse-tung, so it was claimed,

fighting in heavy force?” The 
agreed answer, decided upon, to 
be sure, some time before the Kae­ 
song truce talks, was that counter­ 
attacks beyond the Manchurian 
border would then become un­ 
avoidable. Thus it is now official 
policy, if need arises, to take the 
action that British “hard intelli­ 
gence” said would bring the Rus­ 
sians into the war. 
Perhaps knowledge of the Anglo- 
Franoo-Amerlcan agreement may 
also have altered the Soviet Inten­ 
tions reported by Prime Minister 
Attlee last December. High level 
Pentagon opinion at the moment 
is that even after all-out air 
fighting begins, the Soviets will 
not send in their own Siberian air 
power unless the Chinese and 
North Korean air units sustain a 
severe defeat. If that should hap­ 
pen, however, (and naturally all 
hopes and expectations are that it 
will happen) the Soviets will have 
a hard time holding aloof much 
longer. 
Finally, If the Soviet air power 
in Siberia is thrown into the fight, 
it will be an incalculably serious 
business in the simplest most local 
military sense. Counting Army, 
Navy and Marines together, the 
UN. forces have perhaps eighteen 
to twenty air wings now in action 
In the Far East. But in addition 
to the Chinese and North Korean 
Air Force of over 1,000 planes, the 
Soviets have over 3,000 combat 
aircraft on their Siberian bases, 
on a great arc reaching from 
Vladivostok into central Siberia. 
These Soviet air units in Siberia 
have lately had their obsolete air­ 
craft largely replaced, and a great 
effort has been made to build up 
their formerly low stocks of fuel 
and other supplies. In short, the 
Soviet air power In the Par East 
today Is greater than our own. 


IN THE LIGHT OF all these 
facts, the risks of a serious renewal 
of the Korean war ought to be 
plain to anyone. Yet perhaps the 
greatest danger is that these risks 
may not be plain to the masters 
of the Kremlin. The Soviet rulers 
may be pressed by the Chinese, or 
tempted by the hope of a knockout 
blow, or ready to gamble on the 
obvious possibility that a full scale 
Far Eastern war will isolate Amer­ 
ica from the other Western allies. 
“I still think they don’t want war 
in principle,” as one wise high offi­ 
cial put it, “but I’ve stopped even 
guessing what they may do in 
practice.” That is the best sum­ 
mary of the current mood..

Japan Peace Treaty Far- 
Reachinq, UnprecJictable 


By JAMES MARLOW 
WASHINGTON (/P) — Writing 
about the Japanese peace treaty 
conference in San Francisco is a 
little like writing about Julius 
Caesar. 
« 
Caesar is dead and the signing of 
the treaty was ancient history be­ 
fore it started. It was fixed, cer­ 
tain and in the bag before the 
delegates met to make sure the 
Russians couldn't stop it. 
But while the mere signing was 
a foregone conclusion no one is 
wise to predict the eventual out­ 
come of what has happened in San 
Francisco. The United States has 
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taken few steps in Its history 
more important than this. 


JAPAN IS TO' BE free again: 
Free to re-arm and make its own 
way. And we have a new and Im­ 
portant ally. That’s for the pres­ 
ent. 
We hope it works out all 
right, that in the end Japan won’t 
go on. aother rampage, that she 
will remain an ally, and that she 
won’t eventually go Communist or 
‘tie up with the Communists. 
This treaty with Japan couldn’t 
be more far-reaching and unpre­ 
dictable if we had suddenly turned 
Germany loose again, with guns in 
her hands. 
Future trouble started on the 
first day of the conference when 
Russia’s Andrei Gromyko, who 
knew from the beginning he 
couldn’t block the treaty but went 
through the motions, made it clear 
Russia won’t recognize the treaty. 
The irony in all these Russian 
screams of the pain about the 
treaty is that they missed the boat 
on Japan. They outsmarted them­ 
selves when they Kiui a chance five 
years ago to work out a deal with 
the U. S. to keep Japan disaimed 
for a quarter of a century. 


BACK IN 194€. before Amcrican- 
Russian relations went rotten, the 
U. S. made a proposal to which, 
as Ihe diplomats say with Iheir 
typical understatment, the Rus­ 
sians were “unresponsive.’*

(The nations on the FEC, all of 
whom had some interest in Japan’s 
future, were the Ü.S., Russia, Brit­ 
ain, China, Canada, Australia, In­ 
dia, Netherlands, New Eealsnd, 
and the Philippines.

Incomes May Be Growing, 
Customers Don't Show It 
By SAM DAWSON . 
NEW YORK (>P)—More fuel Is 
being tossed on the fire under in­ 
flation by Washington—somewhat 
to the confusion of some business­ 
men who see only more signs of 
deflation at their end of the line. 
Here are the inflationary notes 
in the news: 
1. The Ü.S.. treasury resumes 
pumping new money into the 
banks. ITie treasury wants an ad­ 
ditional |20d mUlion when it re­ 
funds a |1 billion Issue of 91-dty 
bills next week. This makes a total 
of $1.6 billion of new money in lit­ 
tle more than two months — a 
prime source of inflation. 
2. The treasury needs to borrow 
this money because it is running 
in the red. On Sept. 4 it had spent 
$3.784,700,532.14 mofe than It had 
taken in since July 1. 


3. MONEY IN circulation has 
Jumped another $22B_^ million this 
week, the federal reserve board re­ 
ports. Irhere’s $28,283.000,000 of it 
around now. 
4. The senate plans to add $5 
billion more to the $16 billion ap­ 
propriation for the armed forces. 
The need for defense is unques­ 
tioned. But that will mean $61 bil­ 
lion more of tax mongy going into 
the industrial financial stream. 


5. The United States is Increas­ 
ing the flow of money into the real 
estate market. The veterans ad­ 
ministration is getting another $50 
million 
to 
aid veterans build 
houses. Mortgage terms are being 
.relaxed. 
6. Bank loans are increasing for 
plant expansion and other activi­ 
ties laying the groundwork for de- 
fense production. 
Against these indicators, how­ 
ever, businessmen stack up a lint 
of deñatlonary Items. 
Commodity prices are weak and 
aren’t responding much to the in­ 
flationary talk and action In 
Washington. 


RETAIL TRADE 18 better now 
that the dog days are ebbing. But 
there Is no runaway In that direc­ 
tion. either. 
Businessmen say that while total 
personal income in this country 
may be at a record high, as Wash­ 
ington assures us, their customers 
just don’t seem to be included in 
the total.'They all act as if money 
was harder than ever to come by. 
But in Washington the money 
continues to roll forth—and so do 
the controls that mean a cut-back 
in production of civilian goods. 
That can mean more money chas­ 
ing fewer goods—the classic defi­ 
nition of inflation.
